In preceding article« it has been shown how, 
with the fall of Columbus, F orts H enry and 
Donelson and the evacuation of 
Nashville, 
the first line of C onfederate defense« was 
shattered and the enem y wore forced to form 
a second line w ith their left resting on tlm 
Mississippi at Fort Pillow, the center at 
C orinth and the rig ht a t C hattanooga. 
In 
retiring from Colum bus, Gen. Polk, who was 
In com m and of the C onfederates, sent the 
principal portion of his arm y to re-enforce 
Geu. A lbert Sidney Johnston, who was then 
falling back from Nashville, and rem oved hit 
stores and guns, 140 in num ber, forty-fivt 
miles down the river to Island No. 10.

This jx tfition, by reason of its natural ad 
vantages, was it*garded as the chief barrier 
to the progress of the Federal* down the 
Mississippi. 
Although but a mile long and a 
half mile wide, it is so situated in a sharp 
bend of the river a * to command the approach 
for miles and to be susceptible of the strongest 
kind of fortifications* 
The town of New 
Madrid, which is located on the upjuwr or 
northern portion of the bend, was also occu­ 
pied by a Confederate force of

and a half, and it continued day after day 
for three» weeks. 
Tons of iron were hurled 
into the Confederate works, but without pro 
lueing any apparent impression. 
On the 1st 
of April Gen. Beauregard telegraphed to the 
war department at Richmond that the bom- 
burdmeut had continued fifteen days, tn 
which time the enemy had thrown 3,0(X) 
shells, ex pending about 100,000 pounds of 
powder, with the result of one man killo! 
and none seriously wounded. 
“Every day,” 
says a southern history of the war, “the mor­ 
tars continued to lx >om and the cannon of 
the island replied with dull, sullen roar, 
wasting shot and temper alike.

The Federal en 
ginetirs declared that the plan

and light draught lioats were Sf» nt down 
from Cairo with tho necussary implements 
to proswmte the work.
